BY THE WEATHERMAN 


“Tis said that, “Everybody 
talks about the weather, but no 
one does anything about it.” 


Which is only partly true. The 


'U. S. Weather Bureau, the U. 8. 


Air Force, and commercial av- 
jation, all working together, 
have greatly increased their wea- 
their observations and forecast 
in recent years. 


Storms on land or at sea are 
accurately forecast, their paths 
determined, and the areas al- 
erted in the paths of these 
storms. 


A tornado warning was sent 
to East Jordan within the month. 
Fortunately we live in an area 
where there is little danger of 
severe wind storms, partly due 
te our lakes and hills. 


Peoples’ memory about past 
extremes of weather seems to 
be rather short. 


You hear, “I never saw it so 
dry.” Or, “Last night was the 
coldest I ever know.” Or “his 
is the hottest day I ever saw.’ 


Sure, last week Tuesday was 
warm — it was 99 degrees warm. 
But do you recall that in Aug. 
1947 it averaged 96 for 8 days, 
with two 100’s. Or in July of 
1936 when it averaged 100 plus 
for 6 days, with a 101 and 103? 
Or June of 1934 when a five 
day average was 96, with a 102? 
Or July of 1931 with a 10 day 
average of 94.3? 


The U. S. Weather Bureau at 
East Lansing reports that July 
in Michigan has averaged 6.4 
degrees above normal, unequal- 
ed since 1868. 


In East Jordan we have had 
14 days with 90 or above with 
an average of 93.2. The other 
17 days were 80 or above except 
one 78 with an average of 84.5. 
Average Hi was therefore 88.85 
degrees. 


There was 1.52 inches of rain- 
fall during the month, against 
2.55 inches for a 25 year aver- 
age. June was also short 75- 
100th inch.

The rate for individual-line 
residence telephone service in 


’ East Jordan will go up 15 cents 


a month under last week’s order 
by the Public Service Commis- 
sion, according to C. L. Johnson, 
manager for the Michigan Bell 
Telephone Company. 


Rates for all other classes of 
service iti the community will re- 
main unchanged, Johnson said, 
except for exchange line mileage 
charges for both residence and 
business customers and a num-~ 
ber of adjustments involving au- 
xiliary services furnished busi- 


ness customers. Included in the. 


latter category are such items 
as private switchboards, key te- 
lephone systems 
communication systems, etc. It 
was pointed out that while the 
cost of providing these auxiliary 
services has risen substantially, 
there have been no rate increases 
affecting most of them for five 
years. 


Johnson pointed out that the 
increase in residence individual- 
line rates recognized the greater 
value of this high-grade service 
and would help compensate for 
the additional investment invol- 
ved in furnishing it. ‘ 


“Telephone service,”’ he said, 
“is no different than other ser- 
vices or commodities. People ex- 
pect to pay the higher price for 
top-quality goods and services.” 


In commenting upon the Com- 
mission’s order, the company 
termed it “disappointing be- 
cause it gives inadequate recog- 
nition to our increased costs and 
denies the company an adequate 
return on the money invested in 
the business. 


“Telephone rates are up only 
29 per cent, on the average, 
since 1940, including this latest 
adjustment. During the same pe- 
riod, the prices of other goods 
and services have increased more 
than 90 percent, Our costs in the 
telephone business, like those in 
every other enterprise, have in- 


‘creased substantially. For exam- 


ple, our wage rates have much 
more than doubled and each tele- 


phone we add today calls for an © 


investment of about $850 com- 
pared with $200 to $250 before 
inflation. 


“Less than half of the rate 
increase ordered by the Commis- 
sion will remain with the com- 
pany, the balance going to the 
Federal Government in taxes. 


“Although the order recog- 
nizes the fact that our rates have 
been too low, it is only a partial 


solution to the difficult pro- . 


blem of operating in an economy 
where prices in general have. in- 
creased three times as much as 
telephone rates.”

100 families ready and waiting to pay the initial cost and properly

Perhaps a city-wide survey to determine the definite need of new 
housing is in order by someone or some agency. 

These new houses will need sewer, water, sidewalk and other ser- 
vices which become a problem of the city in which the houses are 
constructed.

If the urgent need for a housing project is evident here, a complete 
survey of the actual facts showing this would, it seems to us, make 
them materialize much faster.
